The Kailroad Commission has the honor to submit the following Re- 
port, being the seventh in the series of Reports, and the third under the 
Act creating a Board of three Commissioners. 

aEISTERAL. SITUATIOlSr. 

The past railroad fiscal year has brought profit to but few roads, it 
has been very unfavorable to many, and most unfortunate to some. A 
general financial depression has prevailed throughout the entire country, 
and has been felt by none more seriously than by all transportation 
corporations. 

Notwithstanding, however, this general commercial depression, eight 
of our roads report an increase over last year's business, and ten show a 
small percentage of decrease ; at the same time, more miles of new road 
have been constructed than during any one year for the past ten (10) 
years. Since our last Annual Report fifty-nine (59) miles of new road 
have been constructed by the Greenwood, Laurens and Spartanburg Rail- 
road, which completes this line to the city of Spartanburg ; ten and a 
half (lOJ) miles have been constructed from the State line to Bennetts- 
ville, in Marlboro County, by the South Carolina Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany; seven (7) miles by the Eutawville Railroad from Station 41 on 
the South Carolina Railway towards the Santee River; and four (4) 
miles of the Savannah Valley Railroad from McCormick's, on the 
Augusta and Knox ville Railroad, towards Anderson Court House. 

Ten (10) miles of the gap on the Spartanburg and Asheville Railroad 
has been completed, and the entire line will be through by the 1st of De- 
cember. Although this work is in North Carolina, there is no railroad 
connection of more vital importance to South Carolina than this through 
route to the West. 

ANNUAL REPORTS OF RAILROADS. 

We are pleased to call attention to the prompt compliance by many 
of the railroad companies with the requirements of the law providing for 
the filing of the annual reports to this office on or before the thirty-

first day of August, but we regret to be forced to bring to your 
notice the desultory manner in which some of the companies make their 
reports. To some the blanks had to be returned twice before we 
could get even a part filled out. We publish these reports as sent in by 
the different roads, that your honorable body may judge of the faithful- 
ness with which these returns are made. If the information required to 
be furnished by these reports is of no practical importance to the Legis* 
lature or to the public, then the blank form should be amended or 
abolished ; but if the Legislature agrees with the Commission that these 
reports would contain valuable and important information, all companies 
should be required to fill out every item. 

The officers and agents of some roads doing business in this State seem 
by their actions to deny that corporations owe any greater responsibility 
to the State than individuals engaged in private business. They 
seem to assert, as Judge Black has put it, *' that the management of 
the railroads, being a mere speculation of their own, these thorough- 
fares of trade and travel must be run for the interest of the railroad 
stockholder, without regard to public right, " evidently losing sight of 
the great fact that " a railroad cannot be built without the State dele- 
gating to its promoters the highest power it possesses over property— the 
right of eminent domain— the right to take private property for public 
uses. The State itself never exercises this sovereign power except in 
cases of public necessity. " Will or does tha Legislature delegate this 
great and high franchise to others to be exercised for mere private gain, 
frequently at the expense of vested rights and grave publio interest? 

COMPLAINTS. 

There has been a decrease in the number of complaints that have 
reached this office since our last Report. Those received partake of the 
nature of a complaint for better passenger and freight depot accommo- 
dation, and of over charge in rates, or mistakes in charges both as to 
passenger and freight traffic. There are instances where the Commis- 
sion, under the discretion given them by the law, have decided 
these complaints both in favor of as well as unfavorable to the 
complainants. Being neither politicians, nor partisans, nor representa* 
tives of any league or special interest, the Commission thoroughly ex"- 
amined all questions submitted to them ; unjust complaints and unrea- 
sonable petitions are dismissed, and the conclusions arrived at are gen*^ 
erally satisfactory to all parties. Some of the exceptions to this rule are 
of such material importance to the complainants that the Commission feel 
it their duty to call your especial attention to the same. The publica- 
tion of them all is unnecessary, but the most important are published in 
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full with all the testimony set forth. Your honorable body will be the 
judge of the justice and reasonableness of our findings. 

It may be asked) what does the Commission accomplish? As our 
experience agrees a good deal with that of the Massachusetts Railroad 
Coriamission, we have thought it well to take the answer to this quefetion 
from an article by the Secretary of that Commission, entitled " Ten 
Years' Woiiking of the Massachusetts Railroad Commission," which 
is often quoted as high authority in our State: **The necessity for 
some governmental control and regulation of railroads has, within a 
few years, led many States of the Union to undei*take that regulation 
through Railroad Commissions. The immense extension of rail roads since 
the Civil War, the vast amount of business they do, their great impor- 
tance in the internal commerce of the country, and their tremendous 
power of aggregated wealth and monopoly, have led the people, who are 
dependent upon them, to seek some method of controlling them,v com- 
pelling them to perform their duties as common carriers, and preventing 
extortion and unjust discrimination. General laws, without some special 
officers to supervise their observance, were found to be inoperative, and 
resort was had to Commissions, with greater or less powers, as a means of 
enforcing statute laws, securing a compliance with the common law, and 
maintaining the rights of the public. ****** 

* * * And what had the Commission accomplished? In gen- 
eral it had, by its reports and decisions, contributed ' largely to a better 
knowledge of the various railroad questions that arose, and had given 
direction to .public opinion, so as to exert a constant influence upon rail* 
road managers, and make it a force in securing reforms, while at the same 
time it had brought about a better understanding of the mutual relations 
of the corporations and the public. It had, moreover, established itself 
id the confidence of the people as a tribunal for the redress of grievances 
and the correction of abuses. Specifically, it had held the railroad com- 
panies to obedience to the laws; it had investigated accidents and fixed 
the responsibility therefor, whether on the corporations or their agents, and 
i^had hastened the introduction of a better equipment and the adoption 
of appliances for the safety of travelers. It had secured better accom- 
modations and facilities for many places, and had redressed many griev- 
ances of individuals and communities ; and it had accomplished its work 
without creating or encouraging any violent antagonism between the peo- 
ple and the corporations, but on the contrary had rendered their rela- 
tions more harmonious and satisfactory. Certain rules of action were 
early laid down by the Commission and were consistently followed, and 
sound principles, applied to successive decisions, came to be well estab. 
lished in its administration, and those decisions were in most cases ac- 
cepted as final.

We regret to say that the names of the roads and the aggregate ton- 
nage only have been supplied. The form prescribed by the General 
Railroad Act requires the tonnage to be itemized, in which particulars 
the Reports are not amended. Nor have the first three pages for the 
leased and Laurens roads been filled out. 

These omissions were simply instanced for illustration. The Board 
expects the Reports to be made out in conformity with the form pre- 
scribed by the General Railroad Act. 

We send you them again and request that you will have them reformed 
and returned as soon as practicable. We respectfully refer you to Sec- 
tions 1438 and 1439, General Statutes, which make it obligatory on the 
Commission to require each railroad company to file annually in this 
office a full and detailed report according to the rules and form therein 
prescribed. Unless the railroad companies give the information required 
by these Sections the Commission are unable to make such a report to 
the Legislature as they should.

Dear Sir: The time is at hand when we will be buying cotton and 
bringing it from Greenville to this point, and I write to make a state- 
ment about your rate of freight as compared with the rate by wagons : 
Your rate is 18 cents per 100 pounds, which on a bale weighing 

460 pounds is 83 cents. 

To this must be added thedrayageat both ends, say at the least.lO cents. 

Total cost to us per bale 93 cents. 

We can have it hauled without difficulty or haul it ourselves for.. 50 cents. 
Saving to us on each bale by hauling 43 cents. 

Now I would very much prefer bringing it by railroad, but, as you see, 
the difference is too great. I am willing to pay 50 cents per bale freight 
and no more, and then we will have to pay drayage at both ends, 10 
cents making it cost us 60 cents per bale, or 10 cents more than we can 
have it hauled for on wagons.

Dear Sir: Your letter to hand and duly noted. In reference to the 
contract between the railroad and us, I was informed by Mr. J. W. Fry, 
former Superintendent, that the original contract had been in possession 
of John L. Young, who manipulated this road under the old regime, 
but that said original contract was destroyed when the depot at Union, 
S. C, was burned. Mr. J. W. Fry frankly admitted to me that he had 
been informed by Mr. J. L. Young if he, the said Young, was used as a 
witness he would be compelled to tell the truth, and that it would be 
entirely in our favor. So far as the contract went in reference to the 
right of way and the depot, &c., to be kept at this place, Mr. J. W. Fry 
further admitted to me that he (Fry) knew that I could force the rail- 
road company to build a depot here, and to be kept by an agent, " as 
specified in said contract," but that they had been trying to bluff me; but 
when he (Fry) found he could not frighten or bluff me, then he consulted 
Mr. J. L. Young, and ascertained from said Young if the railroad com- 
pany went to law with me in reference to how the right of way was 
obtained, I would down them in said suit by the testimony of an old rail- 
road man.

Dear Sir : Your letter of 23d January last was received the following 
day, and the Board feel assured that in your failure to answer the 
several letters which they have regarded it their duty to address you on 
the subject of the Shelton depot no discourtesy was intended. 

We have been looking into this matter and transcribe so much of a 
letter from ex-President Young as refers to this question : 

" Union, S. C, February 20, 1885. 
*'Oen. M. L. Bonham, Chairman, Columbia, S. C. 

"Gen; I am in.receipt of yours 18th inst. * * * * 
Mrs. Shelton gave the right of way over her land, which extends from 
the East end of our bridge, over Broad River, South (along the line of 
road) to the first trestle, about 250 yards South of the Shelton depot. 
The right of way ceded 100 feet on each side of the centre line of rail- 
road track, and it gave the company the wood, dirt and stone to be 
used for the construction, maintenance and repairs of the road, also for 
all necessary side tracks, tanks and depot. When the track had been 
laid to the point where Shelton Depot now stands, in the year 1856, Mr. 
William Shelton was most solicitous for the company to establish a depot 
there. After some negotiations between us, I decided to do so upon the 
condition that two acres of land in addition to the right of way was ceded 
to the company. It was some time before he would agree, but finally 
gave in when he ascertained I intended to establish a depot on the 
'Union side' of Broad River. The title I ascertained was in Mrs. Shel- 
ton. I detailed Maj. Mills, the Engineer of the company, to go to the 
residence of Mrs. Shelton and have her execute the deed. The deed was 
signed and wit|)essed, and was by Maj. Mills delivered to me and by me 
deposited in the safe in the company's office at Union. I am not certain, 
but it is ray impression that Maj. Mills carried the paper to Winnsboro 
for record before it came into my possession. The two acres of land 
ceded was to be located by the officers of the company outside of the 
right of way, as they might elect My object in having the right to elect 
where I would locate the land was to keep away the * harpies ' who were 
demoralizing my construction force with *mean whisky.' The con- 
sideration was $1.00 and the establishing a depot on her land to be called 
' Shelton,' and opening and working wagon roads from the depot to the ' 
public roads, some distance off, and this item alone was about $200. 
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The Spartanburg, Union and Columbia Company's (who was the suc- 
cessor of the Spartanburg and Union Company) workshops, depot, oflSce, 
books and papers at Union were wholly consumed by the disastrous fire 
which destroyed a large portion of our town on the first Sunday in June, 

1877.

After careful consideration, the Board is of opinion that the complaint 
of the citizens, a copy of which we sent you on the 14th of October last, 
is well founded. In addition, several citizens and merchants of that 
section complained in person to one of the Commissioners of the great 
inconvenience to which the public is subjected for want of suitable depot 
facilities and an Agent. 

AVe hope, on a further examination, with the additional information 
furnished, you may concur with us.

Spartanburg, Union & Columbia Railroad, 
Shelton, S. C. March 19, 1885. 
Investigation by the Railroad Commission of the Complaint of Citizens of 
this Place and the Vicinity, asking for the Construction of a Suitable 
Depot and Be- establishing an Agency. 

The Commissioners met at half-past nine o'clock A. M., in the store of 
Mr. W. J. Shelton. Present — Commissioner M. L. Bonham, Chairman, 
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and Coramissiouer D. P. Duncan. M. T. Bartlett, Secretary of the Com- 
mission, was present and toojk down the testimony. 

D. R. Feaster, sworn : Am a planter ; reside eight miles from Shel- 
ton, on the Fairfield side ; use this station for receiving my supplies 
and shipping the products of my plantation, it being more convenient 
for me than any other station. Lyle's Ford, the next station Eastward — 
four miles distant — is a flag station ; can get to Woodward's on C, C. & 
A. R. R. more conveniently than to any station except Shelton on the 
S., XJ. & C. R. R. ; am Past Master and Chairman of Executive Com- 
mittee of Feasterville Grange No. 163, Patrons of Husbandry; Grangers 
represent not more than one-fifth of the people of my section who would 
use this station if it had an agent and suitable depot; received inward 
freights in 1882 and 1883, charges on which, for each year, amounted to 
about $200. Unless a depot is built and agency re-established, we will, of 
necessity, be driven to using Woodward's station on the C, C. & A. R. R., 
which is more convenient than Strother's on this road ; would as soon 
go to Winnsboro as to Strother's for heavy freights; A car load of corn 
came to this station for me on or about the 1st of March instant, and 
was left on side track without notice of its arrival being given me. From 
information and belief would say from 800 to 1,000 bales of cotton are 
shipped from here (Fairfield side) annually. For the people of my 
section who travel on the road this station is the most convenient. There 
was a good depot here from the time the railroad was established up to 
the year 1865, when it was burned by Sherman's army ; its dimensions 
were about thirty by sixty feet. 

J. G. WoUing, sworn : Am a merchant and planter ; live ^ve and a 
half miles from Shelton station on Fairfield side; have used this place as 
my shipping point about seven years ; have 115 freight bills amounting to 
S351 for the year 1884, and they do not cover all my shipments for that 
year; outward shipments for same year about $100. The total shipments 
of cotton for same period, from Fairfield side, amount to at least 800 
bales. If place continues a flag station will be almost compelled to close 
business, because freights are put ofl* trains without notice and left 
exposed to the weather and thieves. My section is a populous one, 
and this is the most convenient station for its inhabitants. There 
are five merchants and firms that patronize this staCion, viz.: Clayton, 
Coleman & Co., J. F. Coleman & Co., J. B. Crosby, C. Crosby and J. G. 
WoUing (myself), and they do an average amount of business of other 
country merchants. 

D. P. Crosby, sworn : Am a merchant and planter. Live nine miles 
from station. My inward freights at this station and Shelton, Union 
Side, (now called Herbert) for the month of December, 1884, amounted 
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to 8147.25, and for the year 1884 to about $1,000. Freights are heaviest 
in month of September. All goods for my plantation are received on 
Fairfield side. Ship about 130 bales of cotton from Fairfield side to 
Charleston annually at rate of $2.50 per bale. Jleceived in 1884 thirty 
tons fertilizers on the Fairfield side. No other station would suit as well 
for my business. A box of goods put in the old box car (which is used 
as a depot) by Mr. J. G. Wolliog for shipment to Datroit, Michig*a, 
some two months since, remains there still. The absence of an agent 
makes it very inconvenient to shippers of cotton, for the reason that it is 
several days after it is placed oo the platform before bilU of laiin;? can 
be obtained. To the best of my knowledge and belief, from 1,600 to 
1,700 bales of cotton are shipped annually from the two stations on both 
sides of the river, the same being about equally divided between the two. 
Station more convenient than any other for all people of my section, aod is 
used by them all. Just North of this place is a section bordering ou the 
river, thickly settled, and it is more convenient for the people there than 
for those of any other section, it being 27 miles from Winnsboro and 20 
miles from Woodward*s. There are no accommodations here whatever 
for passengers, and it is the station for all persons who live in sections of 
this vicinity. Saw an order in possession of Conductor Adams not to 
put any more freights in the old box car (used as a depot), but to l-^ave 
them on the platform. 

A. W. Clayton, sworn : Am the managing partner of Clayton, Cole- 
man & Co., merchants. The inward freights of our firm for eleven 
months of 1884 amounted to $293.03. For the year 1882, to $582.45. 
We have been subjected to great inconvenience for three months past in 
consequence of there being no agent here. Lost 25 bushels of corn 
shipped from Columbia on the 26th of January last, and it has not yet 
been produced or accounted for by the railroad company. Can make no 
claim here as there is no agent; have instructed shippers, Messrs. T. B. 
Aughtry & Co., to do so. Goods shipped to this place are put into an 
old box car, (used as a depot,) which is left unlocked, or they are left on 
the platform. Insecurity here, and being unable to get receipts, has 
compelled us to transfer our shipments to Woodward's, on the Charlotte, 
Columbia and Augusta Railroad, which gives a wagon haul of four miles 
greater distance. Business would be increased here if proper facilities 
existed. The public is subjected to great inconvenience in consequence 
of lack of freight and passenger accommodations. 

A. W. Faucett, sworn: Am a planter; run six or seven ploughs ; live 
about ^we miles from station, which I have used for my business for 17 
or 18 years, it being more convenient for me than any other; get all my 
supplies at this station, and find great inconvenience in consequence o^ 
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its being a flag station and all freights having to be prepaid, and no 
notice given of arrival ; receive fertilizers by car load ; right of way was 
granted by Mr. William Sheltou on condition that a depot was to be 
established. 

William J. Shelton, sworn : Station has bad a depot for about twenty- 
five years, and an agent for same length of time ; no agent for three 
months past. Depot burned by Sherman's army in 1865 was a good 
structure of about 30 by 60 feet, with all necessary accommodations for 
both freight and passenger traffic. Since depot was burned have had a 
very indifferent building — no passenger rooms. No depot at present. 
An old box car with a shed room of about same dimensions as car is used 
as a depot, and is not at times sufficient to hold freights brought by one 
train. Deponent is a planter and is Postmaster at this station, and was 
agent until about two years ago, when the place was made a telegraph 
station. Box car and shed room used as a depot remains unlocked at all 
times, and goods are left on platform without any protection or notice 
being given to consignees. Conductor Adams informed me that he had 
instructions to unlock the door and leave it unlocked. Competent men 
can be had to take the agency. Mr. A. W. Clayton, a competent and 
reliable man, both as agent and operator, will take the agency. J. W. 
Moore, who was agent and operator when the station was reduced to a 
flag station, applied to Superintendent Talcott to be appointed agent per- 
manently. Mr. Moore is a man of family and is willing to bring his 
family here to live. The agreement between the railroad company and 
my father and grandmother was that a depot should be established, and 
it was established, to be known as Shelton depot, in consideration of 
which my father and grandmother made a deed of gift to the railroad 
company of the right of way for the actual benefit of the road bed. Said 
agreement cannot be found, and I am informed it was destroyed by fire. 
The last year 1 was agent from 1,800 to 2,000 bales of cotton were 
shipped from this and the station on the other side of the river. The 
inward freights for Fairfield side amounted to from $3,000 to $4,000 for 
same year. During Col. McCaughrin's Presidency of the railroad, and a 
short time before he resigned, timber was put on the ground to be used 
in the construction of a depot, and Messrs. McCaughrin, Fry and Card- 
well came and selected a site for depot and platform. After President 
McCaughrin resigned the material was taken away. 

D. P. Crosby recalled : When Mr. J. W. Moore told me the place was 
to be made a flag station, I said to him I would accept the agency, and 
he promised, in the event of my being appointed, to send a man to act 
as operator. I was informed that Mr. Ike Thompson, a competent 
man, was willing to take the agency. I believe they can get plenty of 
competent agents. 
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Testimony of parties who use Shelton, Union Side, (now Jcnown as Herbert^ 

as a Station, 

J. C. Richards, sworn : Am a planter ; run sixteen ploughs. Live about 
five miles from Herbert. Have some supplies shipped to Herbert, and 
would have all that I use if accommodations existed. Have been forced 
to boat cotton to Columbia. My nearest neighbor, Mr. Jas. A. Tucker, 
has done the same. My whole section, embracing about ten miles 
square, would ship to Herbert if facilities were offered. 

W. T. Jeter, sworn : Am a planter; run nine ploughs. Would use Her- 
bert as a depot if it had proper accommodations. Have been doing 
considerable business in fertilizers for myself and neighbors. Herbert 
is most convenient for this business, but am forced, in consequence of its 
being a flag station and having no turnout, to receive fertilizers at Fish 
Dam. If Herbert had facilities its business would largely increase. It 
would do five times the business it now does from my section, including 
all that has been done by the boats. Believe that shippers would put 
up a warehouse if the railroad company would put in a side track and 
receipt for and deliver freights. 

P. P. Hamilton, J. 8. Welch and A. C. Lyles, sworn : Are large plant- 
ers in same neighborhood as Messrs. J. C. Richards and W. T. Jeter, 
Have heard their statements and concur in their views.

HORACE HARBY vs. SOUTH CAROLINA RAILWAY. 

Over Charge, 

A copy of complaint was forwarded to Colonel S. B. Pickens, General 
Freight Agent South Carolina Railway, who, after investigation, located 
the over charge and refunded full amount claimed.

This complaint consists of Resolutions of City Council of Columbia in 
relation to passenger accommodations by the Charlotte, Columbia and 
Augusta Railroad Company at their place of passenger delivery for said 
city. This is a matter that has given the Commission much concern. 
As early as the 28th of July, 1879, the Commissioner urged upon the four 
railroads entering this city the importance of their building a union 
passenger depot. On the 24th of June, 1880, the Commissioner issued 
a circular to the four companies, again urging the erection of a union 
depot. After so long a time action was taken in the matter by the South 
Carolina Railway Company, the result of which was the erection of the 
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present large and commodious shed and passenger rooms, with ample 
accommodations for the entire passsenger traffic of Columbia. This 
structure, by contract, is used by the South Carolina Railway, the 
Columbia and. Greenville Railroad, and the Wilmington, Columbia and 
Augusta Railroad. It being situated a mile or more off the through line 
of the C, C. and A. Railroad, they, for good reasons, decline to use the 
same ; but, time and again, the Commission has urged upon the Char- 
lotte, Columbia and Augusta Railroad the necessity of passenger accom- 
modations in the city of Columbia. For what has been done, we would 
respectfully refer you to our Annual Report for the year 1883, page 31. 
As to this last complaint in this matter against the Charlotte, Columbia 
and Augusta Railroad, we publish all the papers connected with the 
same. As this application occurs so near to the sitting of the General 
Assembly, and before any action could be taken in the Court, we have 
referred the whole matter to your honorable body for such action as you 
may deem expedient, respectfully calling your attention to Section 1458, 
G. S., which reads as follows : 

G. S., 1458. Upon the complaint and application of the Mayor and Aldermen or Council of 
any city, town, or Board of County Commissioners of any County, within which any part of 
any such railroad is located, it shall be the duty of the Railroad Commissioners to make an 
examination of the condition and operation thereof. Before proceeding to make such exami- 
nation in accordance with such application, said Commissioners shall give to the applicants 
and the railroad corporation reasonable notice, in writing, of the time and place of entering 
upon the same. If, upon such examination, it shall appear to the Commissioners that the 
complaint alleged by the applicant is well founded, they shall so adjudge, and shall inform the 
corporation operating such railroad of their adjudication, in the same manner as is provided in 
Section 1456, G. S. ; and the compnny failing for sixty days after such notice to remove the 
cause of such complaint, they shall make report thereof to the General Assembly for such action 
as it may deem expedient; or, if there be necessity for prompt action, they may take such 
legal proceedings as may be proper, and the Attorney General shall institute and conduct 
such proceedings.

Columbia. 

The Commissioo met at 12 o'clock M. in one of the passenger rooms 
of the C, C. and A. R. R. Present — Commissioners M. L. Bonham, L. 
J. Walker and D. P. Duncan. M, T. Bartlett, Secretary of the Com- 
mission, was present and took down the testimony. The City Council 
was represented by Hon. John T. Rhett, Mayor of the city, and Messrs* 
R. S. Desportes and T. T. Moore, Aldermen — the Railroad Company 
unrepresented. 

Mayor Rhett stated that the City Council desire only of the railroad 
company a shelter for the protection of the traveling public wherever 
they land their passengers for this city ; either erect the proper buildings 
where they now stop, or go elsewhere where there is such protection. By 
shelter the City Council means a passenger depot with all the proper 
accessories. 

Dr. T. T. Moore, sworn : Where the trains come in the passengers are 
landed in the open air. This is detrimental to the interests of the city. 
Passengers are compelled, in making egress from the trains, to walk in 
mud in bad weather, in order to reach the passenger rooms or a carriage. 
Many persons are debarred from landing, and invalids have sometimes 
to continue on to other places, rather than expose themselves to mud and 
water. Witness was asked if he knew of an instance where a passenger 
had gone oa who had intended to stop. Yes ; a lady of Boston, with 
whom he had a professional engagement at his office. When she arrived 
at Columbia, la inclement weather, and found that she would have to 
expose herself to mud and water to get to a carriage, she decided to have 
her baggage rechecked, which she did, and went on to Florida. 

Arthur McKnight, sworn : Runs an omnibus. In bad weather passen- 
gerg have to walk in mud half a foot deep to get from train to hack* 
Hackmen are not allowed to go nearer than eight feet from outer rail of 
turnout. Baggage is also exposed in bad weather on platform, there 
being no shelter. The Commissioners requested Mr. McKnight to measure 
the distance from the passenger rooms and from the line fixed for the 
hacks to the stopping places of the North and South bound trains, 
which he did, reporting 123 yards from the passenger rooms to the 
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stopping point of the North-bound, and 110 yards to the South-bound, 
and 50 yards from North-bound and 45 yards from South-bound to hack 
line. 

H. J. Casey, sworn : Is a hackman. It is very inconvenient for passen- 
gers going on trains and leaving same, in both good and bad weather. 
Passengers by North-hound trains get off about 50 yards from hack 
stands, and thtse by South-boufid trains about 45 yards. 

» 

William S. Rowe, sworn: Is a hackman. It is very inconvenient to 
passengers getting off cars. They have to walk through mud apd water 
in bad weather. The hack line, or " dead line," as it is called by the 
hackmen, is 8 feet from first rail. Water frequently stands twenty-four 
hours after a rain. 

Other witnesses were present whose evidence was to same effect.

There is no question but that a new depot and better facilities are 
Deeded at this and many other places on the road. We have not been 
unmindful of it. Our means are very limited and we are not able to 
provide all at once. If forced to do it more rapidly than we are, we 
would be obliged, on account of limited means, to do it in a very cheap 
and temporary manner, which would be unsatisfactory and far from true 
economy. If permitted to go on as rapidly as our means will permit, at 
no very distant day, we will get the entire station facilities on the road 
remodeled in a complete and satisfactory manner, taking much longer 
to do the work, but when done will be permanently economical to the 
company, and permanently satisfactory to the public. We have some 
more important places than Brunson on which to spend all the money 
that we can spare this year — for instance Greenwood.

Dear Sir : My family, consisting of three adults and three children 
between the ages of six and twelve years, got on the train on February 
2d instant at Lincolnville, a flag station 110 miles from Columbia. I 
was told by the Conductor that our fare would be eighteen dollars and 
sixty cents ($18.60). I informed him that I wished second class fare, 
and was in second class coach with my family. He said it was $18.60 
and I must pay or get off. I told him that I only had $15.00, and I 
paid him that under protest. He now holds my baggage for the balance 
of the amount charged. There is no ticket office at this place, and I 
could not purchase tickets other than from him without walking at least 
ooe and a half miles to the ticket station above, which is SummerviUe. 
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My wife sick with fever, aod a number of trunks, it was quite difficult to 
make Summerville. There is a depot at this station, and the train stop- 
pages there have been the same as at other flag stations below Lincoln- 
ville, the place where we got on at Remember, gentlemen, I asked for 
second rates.

Dear Sir : Your letter of 8th has been received and contents noted. 
On examination I find that the conductors only collected from you the 
established rates when fare is paid on the train, viz.: Si cents per mile 
full fare, and 2 cents per mile for chHdren. Lincoln ville is not a station 
on our rate book, and passengers taking trains from that point going 
West pay from the station last passed, (Ladson's.) You could have pur- 
chased 2d class tickets at Summerville to Columbia at $3.25; children 
at $2.15. We do not collect 2d class fare from any station when fare 
is paid on the train. I have had cards put up at all stations for some 
time past stating what our rates were. We do not have any 2d class 
fare only from stations where tickets are issued. I notice you paid your 
fare to the conductor from Branchville to Columbia. You might have 
purchased 2d class tickets from the agent at that point at $2.05 in place 
of paying the conductor $2.40. 

I am sorry you did not get posted before making the journey, and 
regret that I am unable to assist you in the matter. The fare from 
Summerville, if tickets had been purchased for yourself and family, 
would have been $16.20, so that you would not have been able to have 
procured them with only $15.00.

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complaiaing that your conductor had required him to pay first class fare 
for himself and family from LiDColavilie to Columbia, though riding in 
ja second class car. 

Mr. ThompsQn has also submitted to the Board a letter addressed to 
him by Mr. D. C. Allen, bearing date 11th inst., in which he sustains 
the action of the conductor. The Board can find nothing in the Act 
authorizing a charge of first class fare to a passenger who rides in a 
second class car. The penalty by Section 1451/ of General Statutes for 
a passenger unprovided with a ticket is confined to those '' who get on 
at stations where tickets are offered for sale/' provided '' that the offices 
for the sale of such tickets shall in all cases be open not less than thirty 
minutes before the time fixed for the departure of trains," and clearly 
does not apply to flag stations. 

In addition, it seems to the Board that the conductor after collecting 
first class fare to Branchville should have suggested to Mr. Thompson 
the necessity of purchasing tickets from that point to Columbia.

Dear Sir : I am in receipt of your favor of 18th inst. enclosing letter 
of Mr. S. B. Thompson, relative to collection of first class fares by the 
conductors of this company. 

I beg to say, in reply, that the law of 1883, which provided that each 
railroad should run a second class car in which they should sell tickets, 
i&c, having been changed by the Legislature of 1884 to read " each 
railroad shall also run a second class car, for which they shall sell 
tickets," &c., seems to have been intended to relieve the railroads from 
the necessity of complicating the duties of the conductors by forcing 
them to collect fares at difierent rates, and to confine the advantage to 
be derived from the sale of second class tickets to purchasers of tickets 
only, as was the case before any law was enacted in regard to rates. 

Mr. Thompson does not assert that he was forced to ride in a second 
class car, nor was there any attempt to force him to do so. His com- 
plaint is that he was forced to pay first class rates, which is true, and in 
accordance with the instructions issued to conductors, for the reasons 
heretofore stated. 

5— RR 
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Lincolnville is not nor never has been recognized as a station. For 
the convenience of passengers, certain trains stop at that point, but the 
fares have always been computed from Ladson going West and from 
Summerville going East. As he states, second class tickets were for sale- 
at Summerville. It would have been possible, therefore, for him to have 
purchased tickets at Summerville and to take the train at Lincolnville, 
paying the conductor only the additional fare from Lincolnville to 
Summerville, but for the fact that the second class fare for his family 
was $16.20, and he had, as he states, only $15 00. Having already paid 
his first class f&re to Branch ville, it was useless for the conductor, who 
knew that he had insufficient funds to make the purchase, to suggest the 
purchase of second class tickets at Branchville. 

The truth in this case seems to be that Mr. Thompson started on his 
journey with not enough money to purchase second class tickets, and was 
therefore forced to pay the conductors what he had and arrange with 
them to pledge his baggage for the remainder. Under these circum- 
stances the company was not bound to carry him to destination, but 
might have put him out short of it. This was not done, but Mr. Thomp- 
son was favored as far as the rules of the company governing the treat- 
ment of all parties would allow. 

There was no attempt or intention to inflict a penalty. I consider the 
provisions of'Section 1451/ of G. S. entirely too indefinite, so far as the 
inflicting of penalty is concerned, to be of any advantage to this company, 
and we have, therefore, never attempted to inflict penalties under it.

My DearGantt: Your letter of the 2d inst. received, asking per- 
mission for the Northeastern Railroad to run a special train on Sunday • 
The Board is not in session, but I will say they would gladly forward 
your wishes if it were in their power. It is a mistake on the part of the 
railroad authorities to say that the Railroad Commission will not permit 
it. The Act 6f the Legislature itself is specific, and prohibits the run- 
ning on Sunday any locomotive, cars or trains moved by steam power 
except as hereinafter provided, and except to unload cars loaded with 
animals. It is further lawful to run on Sunday regular mail trains and 
such construction or oth^r trains rendered necessary by extraordinary 
emergencies other than those incident to freight or passenger traffic, and 
also for a train delayed by accident or other unavoidable cause to run 
until it reaches the point at which it is usual for^it to rest upon a Sun- 
day. A penalty of $500 is imposed for a violation of this law. 

The Act of the Legislature, you will perceive, leaves no discretion 
with the Commission.

Dear Sir: I. wrote a few days since to Mr. D. Card well, G. F. A., 
C, C. & A. R. R., in reference to better rate on loose meat on the 
C. & C. and C. & L. Narrow Gauge Railroads than second class rate. 
He replies that he would be glad to give such a rate, but it would be 
contrary to law. I write to ai^k if there can be any exception to this 
law. As it is, it does not benefit the merchants here or on this line, nor 
does it benefit the consumer. Merchants on these lines do not buy meat 
in car load lots, and have to have it packed and shipped in boxes. It 
costs in the West 25 to 35 cents per 100 pounds to box, and on each 
600 pounds there is 100 pounds of wood, which you see increases the 
cost. With a reasonable rate to points on these railroads for 8,000, 
10,000 or 12,000 pounds, according to the capacity of a narrow gauge 
car, we could reship here with a fair profit and then furnish these 
points at a less figure than they buy. For instance: It will cost to de- 
liver boxed meat (at to-day*8 quotation) $7.05 at Richburg. It will cost 
to deliver in car load lots loose at Chester $6.70. Now add to this for 
profit, loss and expenses 20 cents, and freight to Richburg 6 cents, (it is 
12 miles from Richburg to Chester,) it will make the cost at Richburg 
$6.96 or 9 cents less than shipped direct in boxes; or add even 12 cents 
from Chester to Richburg and then the cost would be $7.02 or 3 cents 
less. As it is, the Narrow Gauge Railroad only receives 2 cents per 100 
of the through rate^ and the C, C. & A. does not receive any more than 
if the meat stopped here. 

If such an arrangemont could be made, it would increase the receipts 
of the narrow gauge railroads, help Chester to a considerable extent, 
and not cost the consumer any more than it does now. The local on 
loose meat in less quantity than 20,000 pounds to Richburg is 22 cents 
per 100 pounds.

Sirs : In the discharge of my official duties, I am compelled frequently 
to travel between Columbia and Charleston ; in doing so I have noticed, 
not without some apprehension, the continual shortening of the running 
time occupied in making the trip. This has been done first by one road 
and then by the other, until now the run is made in three hours and 
twenty minutes. 

I find that I am by no means alone in the opinion that neither road is 
in condition, either as to road bed or rolling stock, to keep up such speed ; 
in fact, a large number of those using these roads think it only a matter 
of time when some distressing accident will prove their fears not to have 
been groundless. 

The two roads, the South Carolina and the Northeastern, are running 
in active competition. Naturally, neither is willing to allow the other the 
advantage of making the quickest run; the consequence is that one cuts 
under the other, until the time has been reduced to the present basis, and 
neither road is willing to return to a former schedule or appear unwilling 
to meet any move on the part of the other. 

I write, therefore, to you to ask if your Board cannot interfere, and 
as an impartial authority suggest or prescribe some reasonable limit for

Dear Sir: Mr. Ravenel, President N. E. R. R., has handed me your 
communication of the 14th, in reference to the speed of our train from 
Charleston to Columbia, also enclosing a letter from Mr. E. L. Roche. 

I was much pleased to have been able to present to Messrs. Duncan 
and Walker of your Commission our views upon this subject, since when 
I have had the pleasure of meeting Mr. Roche and have had a long in- 
terview with him upon the subject. 

Mr. Roche, in his communication to the Commissioners, says that 
" neither road is in condition, either as to road bed or rolling stock, to 
keep up such speed." I find that Mr. Roche has not traveled over our 
road since early in April, and he was even not certain that his trip was 
as late as that. He has an annual pass over the South Carolina Rail- 
road and lives near their depot, so that it is very natural he should pre- 
fer that route. 

I would respectfully state that since the 1st of May of this year the 
Atlantic Coast Line has laid upon this route, from Columbia to Charles- 
ton, nineteen miles of steel rails, at a cost of about $70,000. I would 
further state that, preparing to make the speed at whicJh we are now 
running, we have completed all the trestles by laying heavy cross ties 
and heavy guard rails, so that part of our road is really now as safe as 
the solid ground to travel over at a high rate of speed. You will there- 
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fore readily see that Mr. Roche was not in a position to make the state- 
ment which he has made about our property. 

It would give us great pleasure to have any members of your Board, 
or any other persons, make a trip over our road and examine it. With 
reference to this n^atter, our Boards, in authorizing the expenditures 
which have been made, felt that when they were accomplished our road 
would be in a condition where it would be perfectly safe to make the 
running schedule fifty miles per hour. At the time that Mr. Roche 
names as his last trip over the Atlantic Coast Line, we were not run- 
ning a fast schedule; we did not begin until May 3d.

Dear Sir: Replying to your favor of 14th ulto., covering copy of a 
letter from Mr. E. L. Roche to the Railroad Commission, I desire to say 
that the letter was not written at the suggestion or with the knowledge 
of any officer of this company, nor does it express the opinions or desire 
of the management of this company. 

The decrease in the time consumed by the trains of this company in 
making the trip between Columbia and Charleston has been largely the 
result of omitting stops at stations, eating houses and for wood and water, 
so that the time between the termini has been materially diminished 
without any considerable increase in the rate of speed. In the meantime, 
the condition of the track and rolling stock has not only been fully main- 
tained but improved. The volume of traffic on these trains has also in- 
creased since the shorter schedule has been in effect, showing conclu- 
sively, I thi^k, that the number of the traveling public who share the 
fears of Mr. Roche must be comparatively small. For such as do not 
like our fast trains, we run a daily train on a schedule which consumes 
more tiu^e between the points named.

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EXAMIlSTATIOlSr OF RAILROADS. 

The Commissioo has this year made a careful examioation of the 
railroads of the State — now twenty-two (22) in number. There are now 
sixteen hundred and twenty-seven and twenty-five hundreths (1,627.2S) 
miles of main line and branches, andjone hundred and twenty-eight and 
ninety nine hundreths (128.99) miles of sidings — aggregate 1,756.24 
miles in the State. There were at last report 1,551.45 miles of main 
line and branches with 126.57 miles of sidings — aggregate 1,678.02 miles 
in South Carolina. Number of miles constructed in the State since last 
Report 78.22. In addition there are three projected railroads partially 
graded, from 37 to 50 miles each in length, which all promise speedy 
completion, viz.: The Eutawville, the Greenwood and Laurens and the 
Savannah Valley Railroads.

*0r South Carolina Pacific Railway. 

During the last five years of the existence of the Railroad Commis- 
sion, there have been built in South Carolina 209.5 miles of railroads — 
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more than twice as much as in any five previous consecutive years since 
1872. And during the last year, ending 20th October, there have been 
built 80.5 miles — as much as in any two previous consecutive years since 
1872. 

While the railroads of South Carolina have suffered in common with 
the other railroads of the United States from the financial depression of 
the year, the most of them ha\e in the last few months enjoyed a large 
share of prosperity, as compared with the same months of last year. 

The following tables will show the relative earnings of the different 
railroads for the months mentioned. It will be noted that with all the 
roads there was an increase of earnings for July, 1885, over July, 1884, 
except the Cheraw and Darlington, the Laurens and the Spartanburg, 
Union and Columbia Railroads. The same as to the month of Augu«t, 
except the Asheville and Spartanburg, the Cheraw and Chester, Cheraw 
and Darlington, Laurens and the Northeastern Railroads. The falling 
oflT in the Cheraw and Darlington is owing partly to the construction of 
the South Carolina Pacific, which carries off some of thetrafiic that has 
heretofore passed over the former. And so with the Northeastern 
Railroad. The falling off of the Laurens Railway is accounted for 
by the completion of the Greenville, Laurens and Spartanburg Rail- 
road to Laurens. 
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ASHEVILLE AND SPARTANBURG RaILROAD. 

The portion of this road in South Carolina — 23^ miles — is in fair 
condition. The rail is 56-pound fi?h bar iron. This company has no 
rolling stock — that is furnished by the Columbia and Greenville Rail- 
road Company. Bridges and trestles are safe. 

Ashley River Railroad 

Is four (4) miles long, extending from Northeastern Railroad Junction 
to Ashley River, where it unites with the Charleston and Savannah Rail- 
way, and is by that operated. It is laid with oQ lb. steel rail. The road 
is in fine condition. 

Atlanta and Charlotte Air Line Railway 

Extends from Atlanta, Ga., to Charlotte, N. C, 269 miles; one hun- 
dred and twenty-five (125) in South Carolina. It h laid with 60 and 
60i lb. steel rail, double angle plate, with the exception of (26.75) 
twenty-six and three-fourths miles near the central portion of the line. 
On this part of the road the accident occurred last Summer, by which 
the conductor was killed and several other persons badly injured. The 
cause of the accident could not be clearly ascertained. It was probably 
due to the trains running at too great a rate of speed over heavy and 
reverse curves on iron rail. A portion of the road is ballasted with 
gravel and stone, and wherever steel rail is laid is an excellent road. 
The Westinghouse automatic air brake is in use on passenger trains. 
The bridges and trestles on this railroad are constructed with heavy and 
close cross-ties, wfafch contributes greatly to the safety of persou and 
property. 

Charleston and Savannah Railway. 

This company runs over seven (7) miles of the Northeastern from 
Charleston to Junction of Northeastern and Ashley River Roads; oper- 
ates the four (4) miles of the Ashley River Railroad to Ashley River, 
and eighty-nine (89) miles of the Charleston and Savannah proper to 
Savannah River. The trestles which it is not expected will be filled in 
have strong and new ties and guard rails; others, which it is proposed to 
fill in, have no guard rails. The Edisto, and all similar trestles, should 
be filled in, wherever practicable, at once. 

The depots and passenger accommodations are equal to the wants of 
the traveling public. Those at Yemassee, used in common by the 
Charleston and Savannah and Port Royal and Augusta Railways, is a 
very fine depot. Section 1451a, G. S., requiring freight schedules to be 
kept always accessible for public inspection, is not strictly observed. 
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The bridge over Ashley River, on creosjted piles, is a new and superior 
iron structure, with a "draw" of the most approved description, having 
eighty (80) feet openings for the passage of vessels, with strong guards 
on creosoted piles. Savannah River bridge is also an excellent iron 
structure on piers of masonry. The road is laid with 50-pound steel 
rail, except two miles of fish bar iron rail, near Raotowle's. The road 
bed and superstructure are in fine condition. The company provides 
comfortable cottages for their hands. 

Port Royal and Augusta Railway. 

The employees on this road, with a few exceptions, do not wear the 
badges required by law. The statute makes it the duty of the corpora- 
tions to see to this. This company provides comfortable cottages for 
their laborers and their families. Many of the trestles on this road need 
heavier and closer cross-ties and strong guard rails. The depots and 
passenger rooms are, in most cases, sufficient for the wants of the travel. 
The depot at Brunson's is not sufficient, and the company has been 
required to improve it. One of the most important trestles on the road 
is the Whale Branch trestle below Yemassee, seven-eighths of a mile ia 
length, which is undergoing thorough overhauling. 

The superstructure of the draw bridge is entirely of wrought iron, 
except the floor beams. The piers are iron cylinders filled with piles and 
concrete, making a very staunch, substantial structure throughout. The 
trestle needs closer cross-ties and guard rails dapped and pinned down 
to every other tie, which are to be put on it. 

The Commission heard that the Georgia Central Railroad, which owns 
the Port Royal and Augusta Railroad, was dismantling it. The Cora- 
mission, upon its inspection, saw no evidence thereof, but on the contrary 
found considerable improvements being made on the line of road. At 
Beaufort it had built a new depot and excellent station rooms. At Port 
Royal the depot and station rooms were all that could be desired. The 
machine shops at Port Royal, the coast end of the line, had been re- 
moved to Augusta, near the centre of the line of railroads owned and 
operated by the Georgia Central Railroad, consisting of the P. R. & A., 
A. & K. and G., L. & S. Railroads, certainly the most convenient loca- 
tion for this line of roads. To this disposition of them, the Commission 
are of the opinion that they had no right to object. 

Greenwood, Laurens and Spartanburg Railroad. 

Immediately after the examination of the P. R. & A. Railway 
the Commission proceeded to examine the portion of the Greenwood, 
Laurens and Spartanburg Railroad extending from Greenwood to 
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Laurens, and more recently upon the completion of the road to Spartan- 
burg have examined that portion also. At the opening of the road for 
operation it was one of the best ever constructed in the State, every 
mile of it being built with the greatest care as it progressed — some 
others being constructed hurriedly and improved afterwards. It is laid 
with fifty-six pound steel rail throughout. The bridges and trestles are 
all superior structures, and are having rapidly placed upon them, when 
not already there, close cross-ties and guard rails, fastened with iron 
screws to every tie, making excellent structures. The road bed is good, 
and when settled will be an excellent road. At Greenwood a spacious 
depot and comfortable passenger rooms are in process of construction, 
and the road is now in successful operation throughout its whole length. 
An excellent depot with suitable station rooms has been begun at Spar- 
tanburg, as also at Woodruff. 

Augusta and Knoxville Railroad. 

The road bed has been somewhat improved, and some of the trestling 
filled in. There is much to be done yet in widening the former, and 
improving the latter by the addition of strong cross-ties and guard rails. 
Little change has been made in depots since last Report — they meet the 
immediate wants of the public. The Commission are assured the com- 
pany will make further improvements at an early day. 

Wilmington, Columbia and Augusta Railroad. 

Road laid with steel rail except thirty-eight miles iron, and that 
fish bar — twenty-three miles of it in South Carolina. There are few im- 
provements in the depots and station rooms on the South Carolina portion 
of the road. The depot and passenger accommodations at Sumter should 
be much enlarged and improved. The road bed is generally good, the 
bridges and trestles safe, but could be much improved, some of them, by 
the addition of close and strong cross-ties and strong guard rails pinned 
down to every other tie with iron bolts. The Pee Dee and Lumber 
River trestles are being thus improved with the addition of packed 
chords — much superior to the solid chords heretofore used there. From 
the North Carolina line to Florence and from Sumter to Columbia this 
road is in very fine condition : the remainder in good condition. 

Cheraw and Darlington Railroad 

For two and a half miles from Florence is laid with steel rail, two and 
a half miles with 56 pound steel rail, about the twenty-second or twenty- 
third mile post — the remainder chair rail. The bridges and trestles are 
safe, some having guard rails and cross-ties and others without. The 
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depots and passenger accommodations are found equal to the travel. The 
road bed is in good condition generally. Close cross-ties and guard 
rails are earnestly recommended to be used. 

Cheraw and Salisbury Railroad. 

The portion in South Carolina is in fair condition, but open to the 
same remarks as the Cheraw and Darlington Railroad as to close cross- 
ties and guard rails. 

Northeastern Railroad. 

The station rooms for accommodation of passengers on this road 
are not generally kept in good condition. A new and handsome 
one is being constructed at Lake City station, and will soon be finished. 
The bridges and trestles are in fine condition, the road bed and super- 
structure equally good, and the whole (102) one hundred and two miles 
of railroad in fine running order, being laid throughout with 56 pound 
steel rail. 

^ The Central Railroad of South Carolina 

Is a new road laid with steel and in good condition. The depot and 
station rooms at Manning are being enlarged to suit the wants of the 
traveling public and the freight traffic. The Central Railroad uses the 
depots of the Wilmington, Columbia and Augusta Railroad at Sumter, 
and that of the Northeastern Railroad at Lane's ; it being leased by 
those two roads jointly. The trestles at Ox Swamp and Black Creek 
Swamp are being filled in where practicable, and across the streams 
rebuilt on the most approved principles. 

Charlotte, Columbia and Augusta Railroad. 

Passenger accommodations at Columbia good, but too remote from 
place of getting on and off trains. The bridges and trestles on the line 
generally in good condition. No additional steel rail or rail of any 
description has been laid in the last fiscal year. The chair rail 
between Columbia and Augusta is old and worn, but is strengthened by 
3,200 to 3,300 cross-ties to the mile. The road is in fair condition, but 
would be much improved by being laid with steel rail throughout. Some 
of the bridges and trestles are without close cross-ties and strong guard 
rails. The standard dimensions on this road for guard rails and cross- 
ties are 7x8 inches, which makes a strong superstructure. The bridges 
over the rivers Savannah, Congaree and Catawba are all fine structures 
and in good order. 
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Cheraw and Chester Railroad— Narrow Gauge. 

This road has been considerably improved by the lessees, but there is 
much room still for improvement. Many ties on the bridges and trestles 
are too far apart. The bridge across Catawba River is a Howe truss, 
and good except that the floor beams are too far apart and the bridge 
has no guard rails. The road bed is not wide enough in places. Passen- 
ger accommodations seem sufficient for the public wants at most places. 
Lancaster depot needs much improvement in the passenger rooms. New 
cross-ties wanted in many places. Old ties are now being replaced at 
many points. 

Chester and Lenoir Railroad—Narrow Gauge. 

Twenty-three (23) miles to Yorkville laid with 45-pound old King's 
Mountain R. R. iron — very good ; balance fish bar iron, 30 pounds. Depots 
and passenger accommodations are very good except at Clover; there are 
no rooms appropriated to passengers at that point. There should be 
passenger accommodations provided. This is an improving town. 

Columbia and Greenville Railroad. 

The trestles on this road are mostly standard, and well built. Some 
timbers need to be replaced and a few need strong standard ties and 
guard rails. The trestle at Alston — 1,000 feet long — good and well 
braced, but needs some new timbers. At Ninety-Six depot passenger 
accommodations insufficient. At Greenwood the same. Both stations 
were presented on the 20th inst. at the Court at Abbeville by the Grand 
Jury for the insufficiency of the passenger accommodations. 

Donnald's Depot— rooms and furniture sufficient, but so near the ground 
that the floors are flooded in heavy rains. They need raising at once. 

The ageuts do not all wear their badges of office. 

The road from Columbia for about 110 miles is laid with steel rails 
and fish bar iron, succeeded for several miles with stringer track, which 
should be replaced at once by steel rails or fi^h bar iron rails. Most of 
the remainder of the road is laid with old chair rail, which should be 
similarly replaced. The road bed is usually good. The bridges are all 
first class and in good condition, including those on the branch roads. 

Anderson Branch. 

Road laid half with chair rail and the remainder is stringer track. 
At Seneca it is proposed to build a joint depot with the Air Line and 
Blue Ridge Roads. 
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Abbeville Branch 

Is laid with old chair rail, but road kept in safe coudition. Good 
passenger accommodations at Abbeville and Hodges. 

Laurens Railway. 

Examined on regular train. No axe and hand-saw«kepton that train 
" for use in case of accident," as required. Trestles Nos. 1, 2 and 3 near 
Newberry need thorough overhauling. Half the road has stringer 
track with chub iron, the remainder old chair rail. It needs new 
cross ties and fish bar iron or steel rail to make it a good track. 

Spartanburg, Union and Columbia Railroad. 

Trestles from Alston to Shelton in fair condition. The bridge at 
Shelton is a wooden bridge and one of the best in the State, and the 
trestling on the Union side of the river, adjoining it, is excellent. The 
depot at Union is a good brick building, but has not sufiicient passenger 
accommodations for so large a place. The passenger rooms and agent's 
office should be remodeled so as to give two good passenger rooms and 
ample room for agents and telegraph operator. The road bed needs 
widening in some places, and the chair rail, which is much worn, should 
be replaced with fish bar iron or steel rail. But the road is in fair cou- 
dition for chair rail track. 

South Carolina Railway. 

There are on the main line and branches of this road in South Caro- 
lina one hundred and sixty-two (162) miles of fifty-six pound steel rail, 
forty-eight miles of fish bar iron and about thirty five miles of chair rail. 
There have been five miles of steel rail laid in the last year. The trestles 
are generally in good condition. The Wateree trestle on the Camden 
Branch is being reconstructed in a superior mannner with strong and 
close cross ties and guard rails, and when finished will be a model struc- 
ture. The Congaree trestle, on the Columbia Branch, is a long and 
strong trestle, but would be much improved by the addition of strong 
guard rails, in case of derailment of a train. 

The road bed and track are generally in good condition. Some of the 
trestles need close cross ties and guard rail. The depot accommodations 
are generally adequate to the wants of the travel. ^ The station room at 
Camden is a good one, but another U needed for the accommodation of 
passengers. There should be at least two passenger rooms at so impor- 
tant a station. At Graham's, on the Augusta Branch, there is no suffi- 
cient reception room. One good passenger room well furnished would 
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probably ans.wer the wants of the traveling public. Williston has no 
sufficient station room. There should be two good rooms constructed 
there at once Ibr the accommodation of passengers. A new bridge is 
being built at Augusta, over Savannah River. The road bed is fair, but 
the road would be much improved by having steel rail throughout on 
' the Augusta and Columbia branches. 

The Barnwell Railway 

Has three trestles sufficiently stroug stud well constructed, except that 
the b')lt8 which fasten the guard rail are too far apart. Depot at Barn- 
well sufficient for present wants of traveling public. 

Georgetown and Lane's Railroad. 

This road was examined early in the year. It is not in the best con- 
dition, and does not pay as a broad gauge road might do so as a narrow 
gange. It is now in the hands of a Receiver. 

South Carolina Pacific Railroad. 

Since the last Report, the South Carolina Pacific has been finished 
from Shoe Heel in North Carolina to Bennettsville in this State, a distance 
of ten and a half (lOi) miles. 

The gauge is four feet eight and a half inches — the only road of that 
gauge in the State ; the broad five and the narrow gauge three feet. It 
was examined soon after its completion and found to be in fair condition, 
which has doubtless since been much improved. It is laid with fifty 
pound steel rail. 

EuTAwviLLE Railroad, 

Which was chartered at the last session of the Legislature, to run 
"from any convenient point on or near Santee River in the vicinity of 
Eutaw Springs to some convenient point on the South Carolina Rail- 
way at or near the forty-one mile station," has completed seven (7) 
miles of their line from forty-one mile station, but the Commission have 
not as yet been called upon to examine the same with the view to its 
public use. 

Greenville and Laurens Railroad. 

This road has been graded and the work of track laying has be- 
gun at Laurens. The President, Hon. W. H. Mauldin, writes, October 
19th, 1885 : " We hope by the 1st January to have twenty miles of the 
track laid." 
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Savannah Valley Railroad. 

This road has been graded and four miles of track laid. It extends 
from Ande^on to McCormick, on Augusta and Knoxville Railroad. 

GUARD RAILS OX BRIPQES AND TRESTLES. 

Since the inception of the Railroad Commission in South Carolina the 
Conamission has earnestly urged upon the railroad corapanys the policy 
of putting on the bridges and trestles strong and close cross-ties with 
guard rails of the same size, dapped or notched, and pinned with iron 
bolts to every second or third tie. The utility of such structures was strik- 
ingly illustrated in 1881 on the A., C. & A. L. Railway by the derailment of 
a train as it approached the bridge over Enoree River, the engine and entire 
train running across two spans of bridging and fifty feet of trestle work 
while off the track. In answer to call by the Commission for a report 
of the particulars, Major T. Y. Sage, then Superintendent, said : "The 
trestle and bridge work had been supplied with oak ties seven by nine, 
with guard rail on each en 1 eight by twelve. Hal thi3a)t bieu the 
case, no doubt the entire train would have gone itit > the river. It is 
usual in putting on guard rail to bolt it through the tie, afcer being 
notched down on the ties, thejje bolts being placed through every four or 
fifth tie. For perfect security, however, I arn satisfied that a^- least 
every oiher tie should be bolted to the guard rail. I am satisfied we 
were saved a complete wreck in this instance by having the ties and 
guard rail. Recently a similar illustration was aff)rded by the derail- 
ment of one of the cars of a mixed freight and passenger train on the 
Saluda trestle of the lately completed G., L. & S. R. R. In answer to 
a request for particulars, Captain J. N. Bass, Superiutendent, made the 
following report:

Dear Sir: I have your favor of 17th inst. Complying with your 
request, I have to report that on 26th of December, 1884, P. R. & A. 
Railway's box car No. 108, attached to a mixed freight and passenger 
train, located just in front of baggage car, mounted the track at North 
end of Saluda River Bridge trestle, G., L. & S. R. R., and rdn about 
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400 feet on the trestle before train was stopped, without damage to ear, 
trestle or train. The derailment occurred on a curve of about six (6) 
degrees. The inner wheels of the derailed car ran on the cross-ties, and 
the tread of the outer wheels on the guard rail. The guard rail n ) doubt 
prevented the car from gung off at a tangent and falling into the abys^ 
below and carrying other cars of the train with it. The guard rails are 
5 inches by 7 inches, dapped f inches to fit ties, and confined by a |x8 
inches lag screw to each tie. Guard rails of these dimensions thus fas- 
tened to the ties are in my opinion a great protection to safety of trains. 
They not only prevent the ties from bunching, leaving intervals broad 
enough for wheels and truck to fall through, but also confine the wheels 
to the bed of ties.

The dimensions of the guard rails are less than the rails used by 
Fome other railroad compauies of the State — rails and ties seven by eight 
being mostly used. But it will be observed that on the G., S. & L. R. 
R. the guard rail is pinned to every tie, making it sufficiently strong and 
safe, as was illustrated in the above case. 

The trunk lines in this State are being improved by the adoption of 
these protections, and it is hoped by thj Commission that every bridge 
and trestle in the State will at an early day be thus provided. 

RAILROAD CONDUCTORS AND AGENTS. 

In the examination of the railrr»ads, the attention of the officials of 
all has been specially called to the following Sections of the General 
Statutes, viz.: Sections 1451a, which requires that freight tariffs, 
printed in large type, shall be "kept always accessible for public inspec- 
tion, in at least two places in every depot where freights are received and 
delivered;" 1485, which requires conductors, depot agents and other 
servants of a railroad corporation to wear a badge of office on his hat 
or cap ; 1516 and 1616a, which define the powers of conductors and 
depot agents to arrest disorderly persons on their respective trains, or at 
their respective stations. These Sections confer large powers, and each 
official should wear his badge of office.

Rule A.— All goods will be charged local rates unless shipped on through Bills of Lading. 

RuLT? B.— No single shipment, however small, will be taken for less than the class rate for 
100 pounds, nor less than 25 cents, should the class rate for 100 pounds be lower. 

Rule C— Ton weight is 2,000 pounds. 

Rule D.— The right to change any of the foregoing rates, classes or conditions at pleasure 
is reserved. 

Rule E. — 4®*Letter **S" opposite an article indicates that it is Special. In all cases 
where a rate is not given in tariff on Special Articles, such articles are subject to special con- 
tract to be made by agreement between the Lines in interest. 

Rule F.— ^^Lumber, Coal, Lime, Brick. Stone, and all articles for which estimated 
weights are given in classification (except Live Stock, Vehicle?, Ale and Beer and empty Ale 
and Beer packages, L. C. L.), will be taken at actual weight when the weight can be ascer- 
t<ained ; but when the weight cannot be ascertained will be charged at estimated weights. 
This not to interfere, however, with the Duty of Receiving Agent to weigh, if possible, and 
correct to actual weight. 

Rule G.— AS3*When any article is too bulky to put in a box car, it shall be subject to special 
contract.

Vehicles designed for transportation at carrier's risk must be properly protected, 
by sufficient covering or packing, from all liabilities to injury from fire, weather, chafing or 
other injury. 

NoTK 2. Special arrangements not in violation of agreed rates must be n»ade before ship- 
ping heavy Machinery and Castings, Engines, Boilers, Agricultural Implements and other 
articles of a bulky nature, and all other articles weighing over 2,000 pounds— for which tho 
following prices may be charged for handling in addition to regular Tariff Rates: 
Under 2,000 lbs., no charge for extra handling. 

2.000 pounds, and under 3,000 pounds $3 00 for extra handling. 

3,000 4,000 pounds 6 00 for extra handling, 

4,000 " ** *• 5,000 pounds 7 00 for extra handling.

NoTR 3. All packages offered for shipment must be plainly marked with ink. 
NoTB 4. It is understood that where consignees or their agents sign receipts for freights 
" In Good Ordkr and Condition,'' that this clear receipt releases the Line from all claims 
for concealed loss or damage. It is the duty of consignees or their agents, in receiving 
freights, before signing the freight receipts to examine the packages, and where they are not 
in good order and condition to so write on the freight receipt before signing. Their failure to 
do so releases the Line from claims for concealed loss.

*j$^ 7* Shippbr's Rrlkask.— Shippers desiring to have the benefit of Released Rates« 
shall bndorsb on bills of lading, or original shipping receipts upon which the property is to 
be forwarded, the words, over their own or their agent's signature, 'Shipped at Owner's 
Risk,^' or shall file an Annual or Qeneral Release, and this endorsement or said Annual or 
General Release shall be made only by the shippers or their agentd, and shall constitute a 
perfect release to the Transportation Companies^ 

NotB 8. Car Load Ratks.— In all cases in which the classification provides a rate per 
hundred pounds, per ton or per barrel, according to car load (C. L.) shipments lower rates 
than applies to shipments less than car load, (L. C. L.,) the standard minimum weight for a 
*• car load " shall be 24,000 pounds. Excess over this weight shall be charged in proportion.

♦Sec. 4278. It shall not b© lawful to transport, carry, or convey, ship, deliver on board, or 
cause to be delivered on board, the substance or article known or designated as nitro-glyee- 
rine, or glynoin oil, nitroleum or blasting oil, or nitrated oil, or powder mixed with any such 
oil, or fibre saturated with any such article or substance, upon or in any vessel or vehicle used or 
employed in transporting passengers by land or water, between a place in any foreign country 
and a place within the limits of any State, Territory, or District of the United States, or 
between a place in one State, Territory, or District of the United States, and a place in any 
other State, Territory, or District thereof. 

*Skc. 4279. It shall not be lawful to ship, send, or forward any quantity of the substances or 
articles named in the preceding Section, or to transport, convey, or carry the same by a vessel 
or vehicle of any description upon land or water, between a place in a foreign country and a 
place within the United States, or between a place in one State, Territory or District of the 
United States and a place in any other State, Territory or District thereof, unless the same 
shall be securely enclosed, deposited or packed in a metallic vessel surrounded by plaster of 
Paris, or other material that will be non-explosive when saturated with such oil or substance, 
and separate from all other substances, and the outside of the package containing the same 
be marked, printed, or labeled in a conspicuous manner with the words "Nitro- glycerine, 
dangerous." 

*Skc. 4472. No loose hay, loose cotton, or loose hemp, camphene, nitro-glycerine, naphtha , 
benzine, benzole, cunt oil, crude or refined petroleum, or other like explosive burning fluids, 
or like dangerous articles, shall be carried as freight or used a« stores on any steamer carryinsr 
passengers, nor shall baled cotton or hemp be carried on such steamers unless the bales are 
compactly pressed and thoroughly covcred'with bagging of similar fabric, and secured with 
good rope or iron bands; nor shall gunpowder be carried on any such vessel except under 
special license ; nor shall oil of vitriol, nitric or other chemical acids be carried on such 
steamers except on the decks or guards thereof, or in such other safe partof the vessel as shall 
be prescribed by the inspectors. Refined petroleum, which will not ignite at a temperature less 
than one hundred and ten degrees of Fahrenheit thermometer, may be carried on board such 
steamers upon routes where there is no other practicable mode of transporting it, and under 
such regulations as shall be prescribed by the Board of Supervising Inspectors, with the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of the Treasury, and oil or spirits of turpentine may be carried on 
such steamers when put up in good metallic vessels, or casks or barrels well and securely 
bound" with iron and stowed in a secure part of the vessel ; and friction matches may be car- 
ried on such steamers when securely packed in strong, tight chests or 1)0X08, the covers of 
which shall be well secured by locks, screws, or other reliable fastenings, and stowed in a safe 
part of the vessel at a secure distance from any fire or heat. All such other provisions shall 
be made on every steamer carrying passengers or freight, to guard against and extinguish fire, 
as shall be prescribed by the Board of Supervising Inspectors, and approved by the Secretary 
of the Treasury. 

Src. 4473. Every bale of cotton or hemp that shall be shipped or carried on any passenger 
steamer, without conforming to the provisions of the preceding Section, shall be subject to a 
penalty of five dollars, and shall be liable to seizure and sale to secure the payment of such 
penally. 

Sec. 4475. All gunpowder, nitro- glycerine, camphene. naphtha, benzine, benzole, coal oil, 
crude or refined petroleum, oil of vitriol* nitric od other chemical acids, oil or spirits of tur- 
pentine, friction matches, and all other articles of like character, when packed or put up for 
shipment, shall be securely packed and put separately from each other and from all other 
articles ; and the package, box, cask or other vessel containing the same shall be distinctly 
marked on the outside with the name or description of the article contained therein. 

*Skc.4476. Every person who packs or puts up, or causes to be packed or put up for ship- 
ment, any gunpowder, nitro-glycerine, camphene, naphtha, benzine, benzole, coal oil, crude 
or refined petroleum, oil of vitriol, nitric or other chemical acids, oil or spirits of turpentine, 
friction matches, or other articles of like character otherwise than as directed by the pre- 
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ceding Section, or who knowingly ships or attempts to ship the same, or deliver the same to 
any such vessel as stores, unless daly packed and marked, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and punished by fine not exceeding TWO THOUSAND DOLLARS, or IMPRISON- 
MENT not exceeding EIGHTEEN MONTHS, or BOTH; one-half the fine to go to the in- 
former, and the articles to be liable to seizure and forfeiture. 

*Sbc. 5353. Every person who knowingly transports, or delivers or causes to be delivered, 
nitrp glycerine, nitroleum* or blasting oil, or nitrated oil, or powder mixed with any such oil, 
or fibre saturated with any such substance or article, on board any vessel or vehicle whatever, 
employed in conveying passengers by land or water, between any place in a foreign country and 
any place within the United States, or between a place in one State, Territory or District of 
the United States and a place in any other State, Territory or District thereof, shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than ONE THOUSAND DOLLARS, nor more than TEN

such articles, or either of them, while the same is being placed upon any vessel or vehicle to 
be transported in violation of the preceding Section, or while the same is being so transported, 
or while the same is being removed from such vessel or vehicle, every person who knowin^y 
placed or aided, or permitted the placing of such articles upon such vessel or vehicle, to be 
so transported, is guilty of manslaughter, and shall suffer IMPRISONMENT for a period NOT

articles mentioned in Section 5353, or who transports the same by any mode of conveyance 
upon land or water, between any of the places specified in that Section, unless such articles be 
securely enclosed, deposited or packed in a metallic vessel surrounded by plaster of Paris, 
or other non- explosive material when saturated with such oil, and separated from all other 
substances, and the outside of the package to be marked, printed or labeled in a conspicuous 
manner with the words " Nitro-glycerine, Dangerous," shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than ONE THOUSAND nor more than FIVE THOUSAND DOLLARS ; one-half to the use 
of the informer. 
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Freight Kules and Replations of South Carolina Railroad Coonussion. 

1. The Commission is required by the "General Railroad Act " to determine "what shall 
be the limits of longer and shorter distances," and ten miles has therefore been fixed as the 
usual limit for a change of freight rates: but the railroads may, if they so desire, for inter- 
mediate distances, adopt rates also intermediate between those given in the table. Stations 
not over two (2) miles beyond the upper limits of any ten (10) mile group may be included in 
s'lch group. 

2. Each railroad company shall make a table showing the distances between all its stations, 
by name, and shall post the same, together with the " freight tariff" and classification agreed 
upon, in a conspicuous place at their respective stations, v 

3. In the application of the "Freight Tariff" for purposes of transportation, main lines ^ 
branches and connecting railroads, when operated together or controlled by one company, 
shall be regarded as parts of one road, and the rates shall be computed as upon parts of one 
and the same road. 

4.. For a like service, for equal distances, more shall not be charged to one than to another 
person, nor shall the same or more be charged for a shorter than for a longer distance; it 
being understood, however, that this rule shall not be so construed as to interfere with the 
provisions of Rules 1 and 9. 

5. There shall be no discrimination by any railroad company chartered by this State in 
favor of or against any railroad company with which it may connect, but each road shall 
deal wit^ all its connections at any one point on the same terms« and shall afford the like 
usual customary facilities for the interchange of freight between all of its connections at the 
same point, any contract, combination, joint ownership or management to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 

6. No rebate, bonus, drawback or other advantage in any form shall be allowed, directly 
or indirectly, upon shipments made or service rendered to any person, but the rates shall be 
the same to all, and public. 

7. The rates agreed upon are maximum rates, which the railroads shall not exceed. They 
may adopt lower rates ; but if they do so for one, they shall for a like service adopt the same 
reduced rates for all persons ; and if they fix less freight rates from one station they shall 
make a reduction of the same per cent, at all stations along the line of road, (except as pro- 
vided for by Rules 1 and 9,) so as not to discriminate against any person or locality. 

8. The rate of freight by regular passenger trains shall not exceed the rate allowed by 
ordinary freight trains, with 50 per cent, added thereto, except where the classification is less 
than first class, when 50 per cent, advance on the rate allowed for first class freight may be 
charged : and no railroad company shall, by reason of any contract with any express or 
other company, decline or refuse to transport any article proper for transportation on the 
train for which it is offered. 

9. The railroads will not be required to " regulate their charges for shorter distances by 
their proportion of through rates between terminal or junctional competitive points." 

10. Prompt notice shall be given to the Commission of any reduction of rates, and the 
reduced rates shall be posted conspicuously near the " Freight Tariff." 

Complaints. — all complaints presented to the Railroad Commission 
must be clearly set forth iu writing, giving such particulars of time, 
place and circumstances as may enable the defendants to answer the 
same intelligently. 

Defenses. — In tike manner all defenses must be distinctly set forth 
in writing.

Under Section 1457, General Statutes, the Coi 
notice of this judgment to the Company and reqi 
into effect. This was not done, and, more than six 
and having no power under the law to enforce t 
mission instituted the present action in this Cou 
judgment enforced. This action is resisted by 
upon the grounds: 

1st. That the complaint does not state facts s 
cause of action, and that this Court is without tl 
tion to compel compliance with the said request o1 

2d. That the said Commission is without authority to order the erection 
of depots on the line of their road. 

3. That by the nature and provisions of the lease of said road for 
ninety-nine years, it can be terminated on sixty days' notice, and will be 
so terminated January 1, 1886. 

An examination of the Railroad Law of the State, including Section 
1457, satisfies me that the Railroad Commission has not power to com- 
pel a Railroad Company to build depots, nor to restrain the conversion 
of a regular station into a "flag station." 

Such changes are so essentially within the discretion and control of 
the Company, that to deprive it of this power would be to rob the Com- 
pany of the control of its property, and destroy its vitality. 

No railroad corporation could live, if it were compellable to erect 
depots and maintain stations at the dictation and command of a Rail- 
road Commission. 

I find no such power conferred upon the Board of Commissioners in 
Section 1457 of the General Statutes, nor in any other Section of that 
Chapter. 

In Section 1457 the Board can suggest to a Railroad Company to 
make enlargements and improvements in stations and station houses ; 
and if the same be -not made within sixty days ** they may take such 
legal proceedings as they may deem expedient, and shall have authority 
to call upon the Attorney General to institute and conduct suqh pro- 
ceedings." 

But no fine, no penalty, nor forfeiture is imposed upon the Railroad 
Company by the Act, for failing to carry into effect the suggested im- 
provements.
